‘The time, too, 18 execedingly propi- 
tious, By the abrogation of the Recipro- 
city Treaty, the old duty of 20 per cent 
upon wool lias been re-imposed, giving to 
Canadian manofacturers still greater induce 
ments to extend their operations. With 
that duty on wool, it will pay our produc- 
ors 48 Well as manufacturers much better 
to use up what we grow in Canada, than 
to send it ton foreign market. It will be 
far more profitable for us to take the raw 
material and conyert it into manufactured 
goods, and sell those goods to American 
merchants,than to sell them the ray mater- 
ial. The produer willhavea larger profit 
than if purchased for a foreign market ; the 
manufacturer will have his profit; the mer- 
chant here will have his; and the large 
amount of money that now goes to enrich 
the American manufacturers nud merchants, 
would be kept amongst ourselves, giving 
employment to the industrial classes who 
are now obliged to seek their livelihood 
elsewhere, and acting as powerful stim- 
ulus to other enterprises of « similar char- 
acter. 

We have heard it intimated that a joint 
Stock Company for the purpose of estab 
lishing a Woolen Factory either here or on 
the Trent River, has been talked of. Tt is 
to be hoped that it will not end in mere 
talk. Every commercial man will admit 
the great advantages of such an establish- 
ment to the country, and it will be general- 
ly conceded that there is no more fayor- 
able time for carrying it into operation than 
the'present.

‘Trichinosis, 


In reference to the pork disease, known 
a8 trichinosis, the Galignani’s Messenger 


culty of Medicine, and Professor Reynal, of 
the Imperial» Veterinary School at Alfort, 
who were charged with a mission to std) 
the above named disease in Germany, both 
in human beings und mamnials, haye just 
presented to the! Minister of Agriculture, 
Commerce, and Public Works » report of 
the results of their investigations, The 
chiet practical, facts ascertained are as fol- 
| lows:—In every case the disease was cansed 
by eating imperfectly cooked pork contain- 
ing trichines, a case of rather frequent oc- 
currence in Germany. The animal while 
living shows no signs of their presence, nor 
cam they be detected with an ordinary mag: 
nifyingegiass, but powerful: microscope 
renders them distinctly visible. ‘The utili- 
ty of a microscopic inspection of pig's flesh 
by competent observers is so evident that 
many of the German Governmehts have 
rendered it ‘obligatory.  Postemortem ex- 
aminations have shown, among persons 
who died from other diseases, numerous 
cases of old trichinosia cured by the encyst. 
ment of the parasites: In places where the 
complaint: prevails, the ‘rats which, infest 
slaughter houses are found to have iy, In 
Germany, many of the peasantry. eat meat 
almost raw or only smoked, ~ Tho. most 
timid, however, may safely eat the heart, 
kidneys, brains and fat of pigs, ns those 
parts never contain trichines. MM, Del- 
pech und ‘Reynal: assert, as an undoubted 
fact, that a temperature of 75 deg. C, (167 
Fah.) is sufficient to kill trichines. . Meat 
thoroughly salted is also perfectly safc. 
Smoke-dried sausages, which have been 
kept a long time are considered tree from 
danger, but the wisest plan is to give them 
a good boiling, The authors of the report 
attribute the spread of the disease among 
pigs to. the fact thatthey are foul feeders 
and will eat any offal, such as the dead bo- 
dies of rats and other animals, which are 
mow known to be liable to. trichinosis. 
Great care ought theretore to be taken to 
keep such things out of their reach, MM, 
Delpech and Reynal likewise advise all 6x- 
perimentersneyer to throw away trehinized 
flesh, but.to burn itas soonas their exam- 
ination is completed; for a fragment of it 
carelessly exposed might be eaten by a rat, 
the rat devoured by 4 pig, and this last be- 
come the cause of fatal accidents. | They 
recommend farmer to be. very cautious 1n 
feeding their pigs, to ayold giving them of 
fal without first boiling it; to destroy rats 
and other small carnivorous gnimuls; aud 
never to leaye umnn or other excrements 
where pigs can go,

since the weok ending the 10th ult, The 
Liverpool Qourier thereupon says ‘During 
thut period the annual rate of, mortality 
per thousand persons living has fallen from 
57.1 to40 in Liverpool. Although the 
mortality has thus decreased, it has not 
done so at so great a ratio as in some other 
places, and this week it has once more at- 
tained the unenyiable position of the most 
unhealthy of all the towns. ‘The new re- 
turn shows the metropolis enjoyed the low- 
est annual rate of mortality during the 
week, being 26.4 per thousand. The rates 
in the other towns were: Birmingham, 
27.8; Hull, 19.8 ; Sheflicld, 804; Bristol, 
30,0; Leeds, $1.3 ; Salford, 34.7; Newcastl 
36.3; Manchester, 87.7.) It is quite evi- 
dent, therefore, that so far at least as Brit- 
ish emigration is concerned, wé haye little 
or nothing to fear. This alone ought to al- 
lay the dread which has prevailed for some 
time past, arising from the horrible loss of 
human life on board the two over-crowded 
steamers—the England and Virginia.” 


A Murderer’s Confession.

Mr, Howe, the distinguished Nova Sco- 
tinn, bas written another letter, addressed 
directly to the Canadian people, the burden 
of which is that he never proposed a Union 
in any shape with Canada, and that he has 
been judged too harshly by the Canadian 
preas and Canadian people, The Halifax 
Unionist takes up the letter of Mr. Howe, 
and out of his own month condemns him.

The bombardment of Valparaiso, must 
be looked on as one of the most cruel and 
atrocious acts that ever disgraced a civil- 
ized nation. According to the recognized 
laws and usage of nations,the bombardment 


of a town is an extreme measure, and can 
only be justified on the ground that it is 


strongly fortified, and a standing menace 
to the attacking forces, Valparaiso was 
not only unfortified and unarmed, nota 
single gun or a single armed soldier being 
in the place, but the commerce of the City 
was chiefly in the possession of neutrals, 
Tt is stated that for every thousand dollars 
worth of Chilian property destroyed by 
the bombardment, foreigners have lost one 
million of dollars, the proceeds, in many 
cases, of years of hard toil, and persevering 
labor, at the expense too of a prolonged 
absence from their homes, their families and 
their friends, Without taking into con; 
sideration the difficulties between Chili antl 
Spain, which were not of that importance 
to produce even the menacing attitude as- 
sumed by the Spanish fleet, the act must be 
pronounced as one of the most barbarous 
that can be conceived. ‘The Spanish Ad- 
miral in the most solemn manner gaye his 
word of honor that he (ould fire nothing 
but solid shot at the goverhment and pub- 
lic buildings only, and save the property 
of the neutrals as much as possible, Con- 
fiding in this statement, many of tho prin- 
cipal merchants of the place did not re-

We have been repeatedly metoqyith the 
assertion, from time to time, that iileached 
ashes were more Valuable as a manure than 
leached ashes... Chinking that some reason 
might be given for an opinion so widely at 
ariance with what had Séenied to, the 
trué theory; We haye heen Tel, of tate, to 


critically. The generally received impres 
isionamong tarmers hing been, that the most 
important clement itr ashes waa the patash, 
while they have overlooked the fact that 
the silex or sand in plants was quite neces 
sary to the growth of plants as the potash. 
The stalks of wheat, corn, hops “apd other 
er plants, require silox in their copmposition 
They will not grow without it andyproduce 
fruit. But here comes a difficulty, Silex, 


we all Krow, but how, then, does it become 
food for planta? If silex is\mixed with 
potash we can melt it ina furnaceand form 
glass. If itis mixed with potash and held 
in water or steam, it will dissolyé a portion 
of it, So when‘aghes are leached) @ portion 
Of tliv’silex is rehderéd soluble by the pot- 
ash, and thus the silex, potash, lime and 
other cloments aré Already in @ state ot’ so=

plants. | But unleached ashes are not in 
that condition, flieir elements ard, as it 
were, separated from each other, and their 
action in the soila is slow at first, but will 
undoubtedly last longer than leached ashes, 
Acting on this principle*we+have thought 
that experiments should be instituted by 
satyrating unlepched ashes with water, two

The Prussian note of April 28th, in re- 
ply to the Austrian despatch of the 26th, 
oxpresses surprise that Austria should have 
withdrawn her forces from Bohemia only 
to continue armaments, &,, and that the 
aoe government had not called on the 
middle States to disarm. Prussia, says the 
despatch, is still ready to reduce her arm:

Means, the Cliancellot of the he 
rose amid cheers to make his annual finan 
clal statement. He began by stating that 
{t would not be in bis power to announce 
any surplus such as they had for the last 
three years to dispose of. The expenditure 
for the financial year just closed, a8 shown 
by the Exchequer accounts, amounted to 
£60,914,000, and the revenue to £67,812,000 
showing a surplus of £1,898. The estimat 
ed loss resulting from the reduction of the 
duty on tea came singularly near to what 
wus estimated, The estimated loss was £1 
688,000, while the actual loa was £1,871 
000. ‘There was one item of income which 
was of a very satisfactory character—name 
Pe the penny income tax, the sum received 
rom that source living largely incrensed 
It could not be expected that there would 
be any large reduction in the duty for fire 
Insurance, ‘The estimated loss from this 
duty last year was £560,000; the actual loss 
was £272,000, It the subject’ was to be 
dealt with by Parliament it would be pre 
mature to sty anything on it on the present 
occasion, and if dealt with hereafter, he 
frankly owned that he thonght it would be 
necessary to abandon all hope of its being 
any considerable source of revenue. The 
estimated revenue for the malt duty had 
been £5,850,000, Lut the actual income had 
been £6,410,000. The total amount for 
Spirits stated in round numbers had heen 
£14,000,000, which was possibly the largest 
ever received from one single commodity. 
The exchequer balance had been reduced 
in the course of the year, but it was not in 
conveniently low. The total estimated ex- 
penditure for the current year was £66,225,- 
000, or an increase of £78,000 over that of 
last year. The estimated revenue amount- 
ed to £67,575,000, showing « probable sur- 
plus of £1,350,000.

Tire Governor of Idaho has addressed 4 
letter tothe Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fuirs, informing him of the massacre of six- 
teen friendly Indiansun the 1f¢hof March, 
fifteen wiles above that city, near the 
mouth of Moore's Creek, on the Boise Riv- 
er, by a party of citizens of Ida county. He 
concludes by saying > 

“There were ‘bub two grown males; the 
rest were women and children, . The im 
mediate settlers, miners, reported against 
the murder, and their statement I shall 
send youin afew days, showing that the 
Indians were defenceless and peacable. If 
anything will serve to bring ona general 
{ndian war, it is auch actsias these. Ibave 
gathered the rest of the tribe and placed 
them \nder the protection of the military 
at this post. — The excitement runs high, 
aud T have all I ean do to carry out my in- 
structions against the depraved moral sen- 
timent ‘evinced toward’ the poor savages. 
Things look stormy just now; -but when 
the roud to the Indian country becomes 
passable T shall quiet the troubled waters, 
In no case that I liave examined’ have I 
round the red man the aggressor; but in- 
variably the trouble springsfrom some flend- 
ish ottrage of had white men.”

Small flags 
with “God Save the Queen,’ were placed 
at different points on the table, The whole 
presented a very pleasing effect, and reflect-
